BUILDING TRADES COUNCIL 
THREATENS TO ORDER STRIKE.

Postmaster > Gordon Retuéne from 

. Mexico te Face a Prospect That 
Delay on the Federal Building Will 
Prevent the Corner-Stone Laying— 
Treuble over Granite Cuttina 
Union Bands May Refuse to Play— 
Expects Dias Will Come. 


Postmaster Gordon and his blaccianie on 
the Corner Stone Subcommittee, who went 
to the City of Mexico to extend the special 
invitation to President Diaz, returned to 
Chicago at 9 o’clock last evening, only to 
find that the Building Trades Council had 
arrayed itself against the fall festival. 
This action of union labor was taken during 
the afternoon, and the leaders in the move- 
ment declare that if present conditions con- 
tinue the new Government Building will not 


‘be ready in October for the ner-stone 
ceremonlal. 
Unless the contractors are e to yield 


speedily to the workingmen's demands that 
the granite shall be cut by organizeu labor, 
a strike will be ordered on the Federal Build- 
ing and the leaders further declare that all 
labor organizations will refuse io partici- 
pate in the fall festival, and the bands 
belonging to the Federation ot Labor will 
refuse to take part in the oelentt ation. 


Appeal to Musicians. 

At the meeting of the Building Trades 
Council, which determined to stand by the 
Stonecutters’ association, a committee com- 
posed of M. J. Sullivan, George Gubbins, and 
5 J. Ryan was appointed to induce the 

clans of the city to refuse to participate 
in any of the parades during the festival. 
The ‘committee already has begun its work. 
Chairman Sullivan said last night: 

J am willing to make a bet that the cor- 
ner-stone will not be laid and that the prep- 
arations for the fall festival will come to 
naught unless the contractors recognize the 
demands of organized labor. I am sorry to 
stand in the way of the Fall Festival com- 


tractors to come to terms. | 
We have repeatedly requested the con- 
tractors and the government officials to 
have union labor cut the corner-stone for 
the Postoffice, but without result, and we 
are determined to take a firm stand. Not

Will Stand by stonecutters. 

Secretary E. A. Davis of the Building 
Trades Council said: “ We will stand by the 
stonecutters, and unless they agree to have 
‘the corner-stone cut by union men all the 
work on the Federal Building will be tied 
up.“ 

This trouble between the union organiza- 
tions and the contractors originated two 
years ago, when a demand was made that 
the stone to be used in the construction of 
the Postoffice be cut by union men. Con- 
tractor Pierce is said to have ignored the 
demand.

Puerto Plata, Santo Domingo, Aug. 30. 
Today the revolutionists established a pro- 
visional government in the City of Santiago, 
with General Horacio Vasquez as President 
and General Ramon Caceres as Minister of 
War. 

The revolutionists entered Santiago last 


evening. General Perico Pepin, the former 


Governor, having accepted the guarantees 
offered by General Horacio Vasquez, the 
revolutionary leader. The victory was all 
the more significant because stamped with 
popular approval. 

Revolution Is 

Puerto Plata’s declaration in favor of the 
revolution was accompanied by a popular 
demonstration. The streets were alive with 
flags, standards, and music, and in the 
evening was brilliantly illuminated. A civic 
procession, representing all classes of the 
population, did honor to the patriotism and 
honesty of General Manuel Cocco and for- 
mer Governor Emilio Cordero. 

The garrison offered a remarkable tribute 
to General Cocco. The Assistant Governor, 
in formally delivering to General Cocco the. 
public territory, referred to the General's 
probity and political virtues, together with 
his modesty of ‘demeanor, in eloquent terms 
that were constantly interrupted by the 
populace with cries of Long live Don 
Manuel Cocco, ‘Long live the father ae 
his people.” 


Promise of Early Peace. 

What has happened at Santiago and 
Puerto Plata is typical of what is happening 
at other points along the eastern boundary. 
The civilized methods with which the revolu- 
tionary change is being effected promise an 
early peace, with all its advantages to the 
agricultural interests.

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 80.—[Special.)— 
The transport Grant, with 1,680 soldiers 
who have seen service in the Philippines, 
which arrived here late last night, success- 
fully passed quarantine this morning. There 
are two battalions of t Dakota Volun- 
teers; two battalions of Idaho troops, one 
battalion of Wyoming troops, and eighty- 
four discharged men. Several Filipinos and 
a number of monkeys and parrots are on 
the transport. 
The men are obliged to remain on board 
the transport until tomorrow, but their 
friends have taken possession of the.ship. 
Three States sent delegations to this city 
to welcome the soldiers home, Idaho send- 
ing nearly 200 people, includingsthe Con- 
gressional delegation, North Dakota thirty, 
and Wyoming a dozen. Early in the morn- 
ing the men were greeted by a flotilla of 
tugs ahd excursion steamers. Three bands 
played martial airs, while the harbor of 
San Francisco rang with cheers. General. 
Shafter personally visited the transport. 
The Grant had an ideal passage home. 
It left Manila July 31, exactly one year from 
the time the Dakota regiment reached that 
city. Several days were spent at Nagasaki 
and Yokohama. 3 
During the voyage there were four deat 
from sickness and one suicide. On Aug. 2 
Sergeant Benjamin Moore, Company H, 
First Wyoming Volunteer Infantry, died of 
dysentery and was buried at sea. Corporal 
Thomas Olson, Company F, First Wyoming 
Infantry, died on Aug. 6 at Nagasaki and 
was buried there.

Mr. W. W. Astor has received a quiet and 
sort of semi-official information that he 
must abandon the use of the predicate of 
“The Honorable,” which has until now 
served as prefix to his name. It is a 
style that is officially conceded to all 
members of British colonial Legislatures 
while in office, and it has likewise been 
accorded until now to William Waldorf 
Astor as a United States citizen who had 
been a member of an American State Legis- 


sons of peers of the rank of Viscount, Baron, 
and Earl, and to the daughters of Viscounts 
and Barons. These latter are exceedingly 
jealous of the prerogative, and made a 
strong protest at the time Mr. Gladstone se- 
cured from the crown permission for mem- 
bers of colonial Legislatures to make use of 
the word Honorable 85 
with their names. 
William Waldorf Astor, not being the son 
of an English peer nor: member of any col- 
onial Legislature, and having ceased to be 
an American citizen and become, through 
his naturalization, a mere middle-class Eng- 
lishman whose official antecedents in the 
United States now fail to carry any weight, 
has no longer any right, therefore, according 
to English ethics and laws of etiquette, to use 
he predicate of Honorable.“ and from 
enceforth will be known merely as Mr.“ 
Astor, since legally spe 
entitled to the designation of Esquire.“ 
This is by no means the only drawback 
which William Waldorf Astor will find that 
he has incurred by becoming a naturalized 
British citizen. There are many others also 
of a more or less social character, and, as 
has been stated before in these columns, he 
is sadly mistaken if he imagines for one 
moment that he has bettered his position in 
English “gee by abandoning his American
